From the first ‘““squeek” to the last “rum 
boid,” the annual Lincoln spelling matches 
ast Friday evening were as usual keenly 
contested. A Stowe school girl, Isabel 
Maclaren, won first prize of ten dollars in the 
finals, after having won second prize of $2.50 
in the eighth grade contest. When in the 
fifth grade, Miss Maclaren also won second 
prize. The second outstanding record made 
during the evening was that of Preston Wade, 
who took the second prize of six dollars in the 
finals and first prize of $3.75 in the seventh 
grade. Preston is headed for a new all-time 
record, since he won the first prize in his 

| grade last year and the year before. He is also 
a Stowe school student. Frank L. Porter, Jr., 
of the High school won the third prize of four 
dollars in the finals, after having outspelled 
the other high school contestants in the pre 
liminary contest 

In the fifth grade Gilbert Francke won the 
first prize, but since he was under ten years 
of age he was not allowed to compete in 
the tinals. Seventeen girls and eight boys 
lined up on the town hall stage in this par 
ticular contest.

Legion Poppy 
Sale to Start 
Unique Fund 


Local Post to Donate One-Half 
of Proceeds to Help in 
Providing Jobs } 

The local post of the Legion has issued the 
following statement concerning its poppy 
sale tomorrow 

For many years, the Andover Post of the 
Legion has conducted Poppy Day on the} 
Saturday before Memorial Day. This year, | 
on account of unforseen circumstances, the | 
Day has been advanced to Saturday, May 21 | 
In an effort to help the unemployed, the 
Post, which has always used Poppy Day 
funds for local welfare work, for veteran and 
none-veteran, Legionnaire or not, will this | 
year deposit 50 percent of the revenue from | 
sales of poppies with the Town Treasurer, | 
lhaxter Eaton. This sum will be the initial | 
contribution to a fund for the unemployed of 
Andover, a fund which the Legion trusts will | 
grow into an amount sufficient to greatly 
alleviate the local unemployment situation 

The Legion plan is still in a formulative 
stage, and the committee seeks and welcomes 
suggestions and ideas to incorporate into the | 
contemplated plan. The various charitable 
fraternal and civic organizations are being 
contacted through the mail to bring about a 
meeting of their representatives to discuss 
the proposed plan 

As a result of the research work and the 
long experience of the Legion Unemploy 
ment Committee, it is our opinion that it is 
the creation of work and not charity baskets 
which is the most necessary factor in helping 
our townsmen who are in temporary need 
The Legion committee also feels that the | 
creation of work is not too difficult a job, if} 
the citizens in town who can help are given | 
the chance to do so. The present difficulty 
is getting the man and the job together. The 
Legion plan is as follows: That a committee 
contact every property owner and business 
man in town to solicit work. In this solicit 
tion, the prospective employer will be in 
formed that regardless of the particular work 
that he might offer, he will be asked to pay 
twenty-five cents per hour, The fund to be 
started by the American Legion contribution 
will pay the difference between the twenty 
five cents and the fair hourly rate to be fixed 
by vote of the general committee. It is 
hoped that other organizations will swell this 
fund so that the work may go on 

For the past six months the local Legion 
unemployment committee has in a quiet yet 
efficient manner carried on a campaign to 
place deserving men in new jobs. A fair 
amount of success has resulted and has 
encouraged the Legion to propose their new 
plan. It is further embodied in the plan that 
one of our town officials have charge of the 


| list of unemployed and summon all such 


persons to register at the town house. The 
treasurer would disburse the funds in ac 
cordance with the amount of labor done by 
each person on proof of employment from the 
employer 

The above is the skeleton of the proposed 
plan and although as it now stands there is 
much to be done, yet the American Legion 
Committee thinks that it is taking a step in 
the right direction in solving the problem of 


unemployment in Andover. To this end, | 


therefore, every citizen is earnestly urged to 
wear a poppy on Saturday, May 21, and to 
stand behind the organization that has 
steadily carried on in community servic« 
since the ending of the World War. “In 
peace as in War, WE SERVE.”

Juvenile Crime 
| On Thursday evening, May 12, in the 
| Community Room the Ballardvale Parent 
Teacher Association entertained the Shaw 
sheen Parent-Teacher Association and the 
Andover Mothers Club. The speaker of the 
evening was High Sheriff Raymond who 
| gave a very interesting talk saying in part 
“As my duties bring me in touch with 
| the great trial court in our country, the 
apparent youth of so many defendants is 
amazing. In January 1930, there were 90 
defendants in jail awaiting the opening of the 
| Superior Court at Salem, and I had my 
deputy give me their average age. IT think 
that you will be surprised as I was to learn | 
that the average was but 26, Day after day 
in the Superior Court, you will see arraigned, 
tried, and sentenced for serious felonies 
youths in their teens, and early twenties. All 
too frequently, we find the presence of the 
fire-arm, and the picture takes on a more 
sinister aspect. What is more startling is the | 
fact that, if you were to have gone in to the| 
same court 20 or 25 years ago, you would 
have seen in the dock for these same offences, 
men whose average age was near 40, This 
appearance of the youth for armed felonies | 
is not peculiar to Essex county, but apparent- | 
ly exists through out the nation, if we are to | 
take the testimony of the older Sheriffs, or 
take the report of Commissioner Mul- 
rooney, Police Commissioner of New York, | 
published only this week, who says that the 
crime of that city is being committed by 
youths between the ages of 17 and 21. Ap- 
parently in the last decades there has ap- 
peared throughout the nation a new type of 
criminal, the youth, armed. And this is one 
of the challenges of the times, to the best 
thought of every right thinking man and 
woman, What does it mean? What can we do 
to rectify it? Where have we fallen down in 
precept, training or example? 
Sad and sinister as this picture is in fair- 
ness to the youth of our nation, we must 
bear in mind, that if we take the total of | 
every one who gets into court for any offence, 
and compare it with the total who are law-| 
abiding the percentage would be almost 
negligible. But the challenge is still there. 
It is obvious that these youths have turned 
their backs on the teaching of the fathers, 
they have lost sight of the principle that 
“liberty,”’ in our country is “liberty under | 
the Law,” and not license. They have lost 
sight of the fact that success comes from 
industry and integrity. If the youth of this 
country could see the pitiably small sums of | 
money that these defends have, when! 
arrested, after taking such desperate chances 
it would be the greatest lesson to them, that 
crime does not pay, and that “Honesty is | 
still the best policy.” But this problem is not | 
your sherifi’s, it is the community’s—the | 
nation’s. It is a problem of inculcating re 
spect for the law and a sense of personal | 
responsibility in the minds of the youth. The | 
law in the last analysis is what the dominant | 
thought of the community believe should be | 
the law; and day by day we, by our thinking, 
are making the law. The law is fragile and | 
intangible, it surrounds you like the air you | 
breathe; it protected each one of you before 
you were born, by the protection it gave | 


in your infancy and weakness, you were still | 
protected by it. In later youth, as you allied | 
yourself with a business or profession, you | 
were still within its protection; finally you| 
reach the peak, and as you go down the| 
western slope towards the setting sun, you |
